The past six months has been a busy one for the both the Foundation Board and the Association Board. In addition to 
planning and executing the 2013 Reunion we have spent a great deal of time and effort researching and approving a 
new direction for the funding needs of the Foundation, Museum and potentially the Association.

Foundation we must align ourselves with entities for funding. We must provide value to Phase 1 
the community through education, community service and historical preservation. The 
objectives of this mission can only be realized through the formalization of processes 
consistent with the requirements of the funding entities. The organizational structure will

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SPC TLIGHT on BLAINE CLARKE, 72

One of the AMA Band of Brothers has agreed to take on 
a very challenging and important role for AMA. In addition 
to his role as Vice President of the Alumni Association 
(which he says he achieved by "sleeping in one morning at 
the reunion") Blaine Clarke, “72, has agreed to 
become Chairman of the Board of Trustees for the 
AMA Aiumni Foundation. Although many of you 
already know Blaine from the variety of roles he has 
taken over the years, a formal introduction is in order. 

Blaine grew up in the Washington, DC suburbs and 
went to Catholic schools until the beginning of fifth 
grade. In 1965, he started fifth grade at AMA, which is 
where his father, Bucky Clarke, attended school in the 
late 1930s. His father’s roommate was Sam Wales, 
who later became the Commandant of AMA and 
checked in on Blaine from time to time. 

Stayed in the new Davis Hall 

Blaine's first few years at AMA were fairly normal, as 
he adjusted to boarding school life. He occasionally 
“acted out," but mostly just went with the ebb and flow 
of life at a military school in the late '60s. One of his 
memories from these early years was of Colonel 
Lucas, a stern, gruff man who perpetually smoked 
Camels ail the way down to the bone. Blaine stayed in 
the newly-built Davis Barracks. 

Also ingrained in his head are memories of 
being counseled and encouraged by the 
sergeants and the lieutenants who took him 
under their wings - Gordon Metz, '68, Nick 
Syropoulos, ‘69, Mike Nolan, '67, Bob 
Crozier, ‘70, Ray Marcantoni, ‘70, and 
others too numerous to mention. The help of 
those mentors, plus marching tours (a lot of 
tours, according to Blaine!) got him to “sfop 
being a knucklehead" and to get serious 
about the opportunities presented to him by 
AMA. 

Gradually, he participated more and more 
in AMA activities. One year he was 
nominated to try out for the Roller Rifles, an 
activity which carried great honor among the |_ 
ranks of AMA cadets. Being nominated, 
selected for, and participating in Roller Rifles 
meant that Blaine had arrived. It meant he 
was somebody, acknowledged by his fellow 
cadets, not just another school boy dutifully doing what it 
took to get by. This feeling of being connected to something 
more than himself continued his junior year, when he was 
assigned to be on the Color Guard, an activity he took very 
seriously. 

Team work, hard work and fun ; 

Working under Sergeant Don Studer's tutelage, Blaine 
learned about teamwork, hard work, and fun work. In 
Blaine's words, he also "tried sports” while at AMA and

‘attempted to play football, soccer, lacrosse and swim" but 
this mostly improved his appetite to eat dinner after after- 
noon practices. He served as Co-Chair of the Cotillion Club 
his senior year.

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supervisor and Dean Lohman, ‘72, he 
helped with activities such as planning 
dances, choosing the bands, and deciding 
how to decorate the gym. He has fond 
memories of all the efforts that went into 
decorating the entire gym with huge rolls of 
crepe paper in preparation for the Final Ball, 
a task that no doubt took much time and 
effort. 

His transformation from a child to an 
accomplished young man, with the _in- 
creased responsibilities that came with that 
transformation, culminated in his being 
assigned as Executive Officer of C Company 
in his senior year. When he arrived at AMA 
for fifth grade, he only had to study enough 
to avoid flunking out, and to shine his shoes 
and brass enough to stay under the radar 
(which he says he was not good at). With nurturing and 
support from the AMA Band of Brothers, however, he had 
gone on willingly to accept increased responsibility, ending 
with responsibility for the wellbeing of every single member 
of C Company. The cadets under his charge rewarded him 
by earning Best Platoon in 1972. 

After leaving AMA, Blaine spent a very cold year at 
Bradley University in Peoria, Illinois before returning to the 
Washington, DC area. He then attended the University of 
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Maryland, obtaining a Bachelor of Science in Education with 
a minor in Psychology. He started working with emotionally 
disturbed students and also volunteered with the Special 
Olympics. This work led to his decision to become a social 
worker, and he obtained a Masters in Social Work from the 
Catholic University of America in 1989. 

He then worked in an acute care psychiatric hospital for 
adults, adolescents and families providing individual and 
group psychotherapy before becoming licensed in the state 
of Maryland as a clinical social worker and entering private 
practice. 

In 1999 he started working for the Montgomery County, 
Maryland government as a Program Manager in Child 
Welfare. In 2003 he started working collaboratively with the 
Maryland Department of Juvenile Services to provide 
mental health services to adjudicated youth and families. 
He is currently working with youth 18 or younger who have 
been charged with felonies and require enhanced super- 
vision and community services in an attempt to reduce 
recidivism. He provides case management services such as 
crisis intervention, facilitating placement in appropriate 
schools and arranging therapy and medication as needed. 

In his spare time that is not devoted to AMA activities, 
Blaine is an avid shotgunner, hunter, tennis player and 
golfer. He also considers himself blessed to be the father 
of a smart and beautiful daughter, who works and attends 
college in California. 

Blaine is not new to AMA volunteerism, and sees his 
"service" to AMA as a way to give back to the AMA 
brotherhood that helped him so long ago. He has served for 
many years on the Alumni Association Board of Directors, 
and is currently the Vice President. He has also served as 
the Alumni Medal Chairman and the Reunion Chairman. 
Fourteen years ago he organized a Sporting Clay Shoot at 
an AMA reunion and has continued that tradition every year 
since. He accepted increasing responsibility long ago at 
AMA, and things are no different today, given his 
acceptance of the role of AMA Alumni Foundation 
Chairman. 

Blaine is honored and humbled to have been asked to 
serve in this position, and has given much thought to the 
challenges ahead. His vision for the Foundation is to 
continue ongoing efforts to provide scholarships to worthy 
individuals and to expand this when feasible. He also wants 
to preserve the past by focusing on the present with an eye 
to the future. For the immediate future, this will be 
accomplished by insuring that Executive Director Crysta 
Stephenson has everything she needs to achieve accredi- 
tation for the Museum. 

For the long-term future, Blaine intends to fully support 
the efforts of Alumni Association Secretary Paul Karch, ‘79, 
and the newly-developed Grants Committee to seek funding 
sources outside of the Shenandoah Valley. Blaine has an 
open-door policy and welcomes any and all feedback from 
his AMA brothers on how to improve the organization and 
its longevity.

These 
are the three Augusta alumni inducted into the AMA Sports Hall of Fame for 2013. 
Bobby Bowie, ~47, was captain of the football and fencing teams at AMA, wrestled, played 
baseball and ran track. Doug Carter, *72, was a great defensive back at North 
Carolina State and a high school football coach. Mike Payne, *76, led the AMA 
Rifle Team and is one of only 61 people ever to be certified by the NRA in 
three disciplines: shotgun, rifle and pistol. 
This was the sixth year for the Sports Hall of Fame. Forty individuals and one 
team have been inducted from the more than 13,000 cadets who attended AMA 
and their coaches. Of the 40, 33 are former cadets and seven were coaches, 
including General Roller. 
The team was the 1969-70 basketball team coached by Jim Hogg and Joe Josephson 
who was inducted into the Hall the year before his unexpected death.

Aaaine: Miller School... he scored three times! He was an All 
State Guard and received the Silver Football Award. 


Not only was Bobby captain of the football team... he also was 
captain of the fencing team as well. When they fenced the West 
Point plebes his senior year... Bobby took three saber matches. 
Against the Naval Academy... he won two. 


Against Haverford College... Bobby Bowie won saber three

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DOUG CARTER, ‘72, played basketball and 
football at AMA. Before he came to Augusta... he 
had graduated from Robert E. Lee High School in 
Staunton. 


Doug’s high school football coach... Dave 

Holtsclaw... came to coach at AMA... and Doug 

came with him in the Fall of 1971. His defensive 
play on our team caught the eye of none other than Lou Holtz... 
then the head football coach at North Carolina State. 


Doug played defensive tackle for the Wolfpack for four years... 
and his defensive coach was Al Michaels. 


NC State beat West Virginia 49-13 in the 1972 Peach Bowl...

it is all about the people. 

i have been truly honored to serve my nation for’ 33 
years as a United States Marine. For 12 of those years | 
have seen my nation, and my beloved Corps at War in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. This decade plus of war is now the 
longest period of war in our nation’s history. When 
commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant out of the Citadel in 
1979, | entered a Corps still recovering from the highly 
divisive war in Vietnam. It was a largely hollow military, just 
starting to recover from a painful and turbulent period of 
neglect during the ’70s. | knew early on that | wanted to be 
a Marine. Perhaps it was the larger than life persona. of 
AMA faculty members like LTCOL Dave Rapp and Major 
Ed Hart who imbued in me at that most impressionable 
age, through their daily example of how they lived that 
exemplified to me strength, honor, and integrity. | identified 
with them as role models, and as | attended The Citadel, 
| was further exposed to Marines who shared those 
important characteristics. As a senior at The Citadel, | had 
a plan all worked out to join the Marine Corps, where | 
would serve my country faithfully for four years, and then 
head to Graduate school to earn my MBA. Funny how the 
best laid plans never come to fruition. 

All about the people 

What | discovered when | joined the Marine Corps was 
that it was all about the people. | did not stay beyond my 
initial commitment of four years because of the exotic duty 
stations, the travel, or the modest pay and benefits. | 
stayed because | loved being around Marines of all ages, 
and found a group of men and women in whom | could 
identify and feel a bond that is hard for many who have not 
served to fully understand. | also found that our young 
enlisted Marines who came from every possible back- 
ground, and every socio-economic group, all joining for 
their own personal reasons, all shared a sense of 
brotherhood as Marines that each carry for the rest of their 
lives. 

As we moved into the ’80s and ’90s, we saw a complete 
resurgence of our armed forces into a respected and highly 
honored institution. We saw our forces committed to small 
contingencies in Panama, Lebanon, Grenada, Haiti, 
Somalia and the Balkans. In 1990-91, we saw a large 
multi-national force led by the United States expel Iraq from 
Kuwait and return that nation to its citizens in a lightning 
fast war that many felt would define and exemplify the wars 
of the future. It was however not until the horrific events of 
11 September 2001 that this newest band of warriors ey 
face the challenge of our generation. 

i have served four year-long tours of duty during this 
decade of war. | have been twice in Iraq, and twice in 
Afghanistan. | have two sons who are Marines, both have 
completed two tours of duty each in Iraq or AFG. My oldest 


has just recently deployed once again, this time 
commanding a rifle company in Afghanistan, which is his 
third tour of duty. | am more than just a Marine Officer, | 
am also a Marine parent which is in every way, a far more 
challenging role for me, and especially for my wife 
Deborah. 
Unwavering commitment 

| have commanded the most decorated Regiment in the 
history of our Corps, the 5" Marines in Fallujah, and 
Commanded the 2" Marine Expeditionary Brigade in 
Afghanistan. | have fought alongside of Marines and 
Soldiers that joined the service immediately upon the 
attacks of September 11th, and served most recently with 
those who were in Elementary school when this war 
started. The one common denominator of all who serve, no 
matter the color of the uniform they wear, or the branch in 
which they serve, is an unwavering commitment to this 
nation and the brothers and sisters with whom they risk 
their lives. The great author William Manchester talked 
about this in his definitive book of war in the Pacific during 
WWII Goodbye Darkness. When asked by a reporter why 
Marines fought so hard, Manchester replied that it was not 
Mom, the flag, or apple pie that bonded his Marines, that 
all might be part of it, but it was all about the Marine in the 
fighting hole next to you. You would do anything to protect 
him and never let him down. When whole units fight and 
feel this way, they are truly unbeatable. 

| saw this same attitude reflected in our troops every 
day during my years in this fight. No matter the service, no 
matter the situation, our troops have served magnificently 
day after day in this marathon of a war. No matter one’s 
political persuasion, or position on the war, we must 
continue to honor those who move forward to the sound of 
gunfire every day. We have seen the emergence of a new 
greatest generation that has served with honor and 
distinction. Far too little is heard today about the remaining 
65K troops still in Afghanistan today. We know the number 
will drop to 34k by year’s end, and by the end of 2014 
some number far less than that, but no matter the number, 
for as long as we have troops in this fight, we must stay 
focused and provide the support to them that is required. 
We must not allow our support to wane or fatigue. 

Honors to Bruce Hemp 

This is why we honor folks like Bruce Hemp of Fort 
Defiance High School, who despite many years of coordi- 
nating and orchestrating mass mailings of goods and 
supplies, continues to stay engaged in her mission. Bruce 
has been honored by the Commandant of the Marine Corps 
General Jim Amos for her incredible endurance and 
support to the deployed troops. 

Next time you see servicemen or women, approach them 
and thank them for their service. It may feel awkward, and

General Nicholson's mother 


passes away at age 98 


Noelle Barbara Nicholson, born in the Channel Islands 
of Great Britain who raised an All American son, passed 
away on 25 April in Alexandria, surrounded by her loving 
family. She was a 20 
year resident of 
Bethesda, MD and had 
worked for many years 
at the British Embassy 
in Washington before 
joining Hogan and 
Hartson, the prestigious 
law firm which handled 
many Watergate 
defendant cases. 

She had one son - 
Major General Larry 
Nicholson, “75 - and 
her love and respect for 
AMA was epitomized by 
her membership in the 
Roller Saciety. 

Raised in Guernsey, 
the Germans occupied 
the Channel Islands in 
1940 and she lived 
under their occupation 
until the surrender of Germany in 1945. When liberated by 
British troops, she weighed but 90 pounds. After recovering 
her health, she joined the British Women's Army Corps and 
went to Germany to administer British Officer Clubs in 
Hamburg and Koblenz. Despite her suffering at the hands 
of the Nazis, she took every opportunity to help the 
devastated German population while the Soviet Union made 
life unbearable for them. 

After two years in the Army, she attended college in 
London to become an Executive Secretary. She soon 
accepted commissions at numerous large estates in the 
UK, Bermuda and eventually, Toronto. There, her son was 
born and in 1958 she came to the United States after 
accepting a position at the British Embassy. 

Says a family statement, "Noelle has left a void in our 
lives that will not soon be filled. A larger than life woman 
who led an extraordinary life for all to contemplate and 
emulate."

Lawrence Nicholson, ~75, took command of the storied 1% Marine 
Division, the oldest and largest active duty Marine Division with a 
combat ready force of more than 19,000 men and women. From 
Belleau Wood in World War One to Guadalcanal and Okinawa in World 
War Two to Inchon in the Korean War and the Tet Offensive in Vietnam, the 
Division was in combat, with units of the Division deployed in the Gulf War, Iraq and 
Afghanistan.

Steve Barber, *78, gains ground for Marines 


From Corps Stories, exclusive interviews with extraordinary Marines and supporters 


"God. That’s all. Just God." 

Oscar-qualified Director Steven C. 
Barber's depiction of Marines in now 
three critically acclaimed document- 
aries has earned him the Corps’ 
respect, something rarely given in 
Hollywood. And with the same 
humility as a Marine, he gives the 
credit for his work and his passion to 
the One who deserves it. 

Maybe it was his time at Virginia's 
Augusta Military Academy where 
he studied with Major General Larry 
Nicholson. Maybe it was_ his 
happenstance meeting with former 
Marine and TV legend Eddie Albert 
while he was mountain biking several 
years ago. Either way, Barber has 
become a Hollywood mover and 
shaker with the ambition, trans- 
parency and energy of a Marine deep 
in the fight. 

We as a country need to know why 
hundreds of our Marines’ graves at 
Tarawa disappeared. And Barber will 
not allow raising production costs to 
force these Marines’ stories to sit on a 
shelf. 

"| pitch Stephen Spielberg every 
time | see him and | will keep on 
pitching him,” he says with a laugh. 
Barber refuses to wait for some movie 
company to "believe" in his film enough 
to fund it. He asked the wealthiest of 
the movie and troop-supporting com- 
munity to bring it. In true Marine 
fashion, Barber rattles the can and that 
is what sets him apart and how his 
movies arrive on the big screen, and in 
the hearts of Marines and the rest of 
America. 

Until They Are Home is the sequel to 
his directorial debut, Return to Tarawa, 
The Leon Cooper Story. In between 
filming those two, he directed The 
Unbeaten, a movie about 31 para- 
plegics who raced Denali National 
Park’s 267 miles from Fairbanks to 
Anchorage. The film includes seg- 


ments about former Marine Oz 
Sanchez, the world’s fastest hand- 
cyclist. 


Viewers now know who in Holly- 
wood cares about Marines. Ed Harris 
narrated. Clint Black composed and 


Dan Akroyd narrated. 
Steve Forbes, 


performed. 
Pamela Anderson,

Boone Pickins, Cher, Tony Hawk, the 
late Larry Hagman, Paula and Sumner 
Redstone, the late Steve Jobs, JP 
Dejoria and many other household 
names wrote checks to fund these 
projects with nothing in it for 
themselves. 

In the first movie, Barber took up the 
cause of an 88 year old self-published 
author who he met at a UCLA book 
fair, WWH Naval officer and Tarawa 
survivor Leon Cooper. “/ almost didn't 
go," he said of the day he met Cooper. 
A friend bailed out on the event and 
Barber turned around to head home. 
"Something told me to go back," he 
said. Barber shared his Eddie Albert 
story and Cooper recalled watching 
Albert pull severely wounded Marines 
out of the water and onto a boat in 
that, the worst battle in Marines Corps 
history. Eleven hundred _ thirteen 
Marines dead in 72 hours. 

From there, Barber, like any good 
observer, stood back and watched 
Cooper go. Heli hath no fury like that 
of a military officer in the winter of his 
life righting a wrong against his fallen. 
Return to Tarawa prompted legislation 
to fund the finding and repatriation of 
those Marines. Until They Are Home 
follows the first Joint POW/MIA 
Accounting Command mission to 
Tarawa where two Marines were found 
and returned to their families. 


After the battle of 20-23 November 

1943, Marines buried their dead in 
dozens of unmarked graves at the 
battle site. Years later, those graves 
were lost. Barber's Return heart- 
breakingly shows the elderly Cooper 
discovering that the hallowed ground 
is adump site. Rotted, soiled diapers 
and food waste and metal relics of 
the fight, including live ammunition, 
covered Marine graves. 

The post-production costs for Until 
was more than $100,000, a pittance 
in Hollywood numbers. But this is 
what endears him to the Marine 
community. He doesn’t see asking for 
or receiving these costs as anything 
other than the cost of getting the 
story out to Americans, a story which 
needs a better ending. Nor does 

Barber see the rich and famous as 
elite. He talks about his interviews with 
Marines from privates to commandant 
with far more reverence than for the 
billionaires who he has approached for 
backing. 

Steve Barber lives in Santa Monica, 
neighbor to celebrities of every breed. 
He works with the most powerful in 
business, yet shuns the pretence so 
common in that world. He publishes his 
cell number on his Facebook and 
Blogspot pages and on his movies’ 
official web sites. He takes calls, he 
doesn’t send them to voice mail or to a 
public relations assistant. 

The better half of Barber is Tamara 
Henry, a darling of the environmental 
concerns web and TV community and 
his partner in Vanilla Fire Productions. 
A powerful public presence in her own 
right, she is Steve’s biggest cheer- 
leader, in the background doing our 
interview and reminding a reluctant 
Barber to share his various accom- 
pllishments. 

Few in Hollywood have captured 
Marines — their hearts, their history and 
their passion, but Steve Barber's 
sincere and driven films have. And 
because of this he is a trusted voice 
for former and serving, living and 
fallen, Marines.

Doc Savedge pays tribute to General Roller 


When the so-called Centennial issue of the Recai/ was 
published in 1965, Colonel Charles "Doc" Savedge did a 
layout and tribute to General Charles S. Roller, Jr. who 
had passed away two years earlier on 16 March 1963. That 
tribute is reproduced herewith.

An era ended on March 16, 1963... and now the 
Mess Hall bell is silent. The policeman on the 
corner in Staunton doesn't stand at attention at his 
post for the man who loved uniforms. The chair 
behind the goal posts is empty. No one quite fills 
the chair behind the desk in the Big Room. The 
horn no longer beeps impatiently. Cadets no Jonger 
scatter as they pretended they were heading to the 
barber shop for a haircut. 

But more than this — an era ended. The man who 
was known by millions, loved beyond measure and 
who influenced the lives of generations of youths at 
his school, the "Friendly School,” is at rest. 

For over 83 years rest was a word unknown to 
General Charles S. Roller, Jr. for there was too 
much to be done. Here was a man who never 
forgot the services of those he loved, who 
remembered a lady at Christmas time with a load 
of coal because her late husband had given years 
of service to AMA. Here was a man who would 
send a teacher to New York because he had done 
so much to help him, who would lend another a 


thousand dollars with no collateral required, who would 
send three or four of his old beloved friends to a mountain 
resort in mid-summer so they might have a vacation, who 
helped so many causes that even he could not list them, 


GREETINGS, SON! And the General was happy to see Leonard

to help. Genera! Roller's favorite First Captain was Parker L. 
Ward, 1954, and his favorite Corps was °53-54.

who gave himself to his church in its every need, and who 
never complained about WORK. 

This still is not the "Big Boy." To his cadets he was an 
idol, a disciplinarian without measure, a teacher without 
peer, a friend without equal. Here was a man who roomed 
with the late General George Marshall at VMI, a man who 
numbered the great and the near-great among his 
acquaintances, but here was a man who LIVED when a 
cadet came up to him and said: "Big Boy, I'm in trouble. 
May | have your help?" 

And here is the man who could make any cadet walk on 
air by the simple use of a three letter word — SON. 

Here is the man who would roam around barracks until 
two, three or four AM. Yet when the fourth period began, he 
is the man who was on the grounds, smiling and asking 
"Miss Emma" if she liked the sandwich he had just brought 
her, who placed a rosy red apple on "Miss Mary's” desk, 
who inspected the guard detail, and who went with a 
bounce down the black top, picking up bits of paper. 
checking classrooms, and ending then with a resounding, 
"Good morning, boys!" as he entered the Big Room, the 
only classroom at AMA large enough for him and his boys, 
among whom there was rapport. 

On the 16'" of March 1963, he bequeathed a legacy to 
everyone who had ever known or met him. He had injected 


into AMA the qualities which made him so unusual — those 
qualities which endeared him to so many. 

Daily his boys awaited his arrival in the Mess Hall, when 
his announcements would be followed by sermonettes: 
“Boys, the sin of ingratitude is the deadliest sin on earth... 
Cigarettes are more harmful than rattlesnakes... You are 
your brother's keeper... Here we are one family ~ and no 
one gets the biggest piece of pie... Boys, there is no such 
thing as a bad mother... Oh, boys, write your mother and 
tell her how much she means to you." 

This is the man who hated ostentatiousness, who drove 
a 1936 Dodge until his "Grey Ghost” could go no farther 
after 25 years. This is the man who every Monday shopped 
in Staunton for his boys. Only the best meats, the highest 
quality foods were considered, and all were loaded into an 
overburdened Grey Ghost for the trip back to Fort Defiance. 

This is the man who believed that no cadet was a cadet 
without a close haircut, a clean uniform, and a pair of 
shined high top black shoes. Low shoes were non- 
regulation and woe unto any cadet he found violating this

rule! Immediate wrath would fall to anyone who wore "those 
bedroom slippers — Weejuns!" And so here is a man who 
wore high tops himself as an example. 

General Roller's enthusiasm was legend. On the 14" of 
March in 1963 he had led the Corps in 15 loud and lusty 
cheers for the Rifle Team, the National Champions, and for 
the fencers who had just completed an undefeated season. 
Every football game found him seated between the up- 
rights, binoculars trained on each play. As the Corps 
chanted "Take the bal! to Big Boy," he would rise, straight 
as an arrow, and doff his cap in proud reply. Rain, sun, 
sleet or snow could not stop the Big Boy! 

Gentle and loving, the General could be just as explosive 
and expansive in the matter of discipline. The “62 Corps will 
never forget the trip he made around the stoops, bull whip 
in hand, lashing out at those cadets who were creating a 
disturbance during exams. Just as quickly, the General 
would regain his composure, and if he ever judged wrongly 
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THREE VOLLEYS break the stillness as the boys of the 
Honor Guard pay their final tribute to a real friend, "The 
Big Boy." 


or made a mistake, this was a man who would publicly 
apologize in front of the Corps. 

"Okay, General” was an irritant which made him correct 
ANYONE who said it. "The only good that word is,” he 
would say, “is to remind you that ‘all right’ is two words." 
And so on every Thursday, each cadet at AMA had a 
spelling test with two words always included — separate and 
all right. Spellers who earned 100 per cent received a bag 
of cookies, candies, cake and fruit from the General in front 
of the Corps, and a letter was sent home by the General. 

For over 43 years, General Roller maintained a perfect 
attendance record at his cherished Kiwanis Club in 
Staunton. He felt that this was the finest association a man 
could have outside of his own church. 

And for 53 years, he and his lovely wife, Janet Stephen- 
son Roller, were always together at every dance, every 
parade, every social event at White Hall, every meeting of 
the Military School Association, the conventions of the 
Masters of the Hunt, and many other educational seminars 
and meetings. Encouraged by Mrs. Roller, the General 
knew no limits to his ability. 

Starting with a small school in 1908, the General and his 
lady built Augusta into a school of international repute, and 
both had vision. The 1946, a new science hall was 
dedicated and in 1959 a new mess kitchen was built. 
Expansions in 1961 resulted in luxurious new classrooms, 
and in 1962 under Mrs. Roller's guidance the General saw 
the library built. A new stairway at the back of Big Barracks 
and a tower of showers were completed in January 1963.

Only two days before General Roller lay down to rest, he 
again displayed his visions for AMA and the future. 
Authorizing a new language laboratory costing $10,000, the 
General also approved new equipment for the sciences and 
the complete remodeling of four laboratories and the 
acquisition of equipment for eighth grade science. 

The muffled drums and the Honor Guard came down the 
highway. The skies openly wept, and with beauty and 
dignity, General Roller reached his church. 

The mold was broken when the General was born in

Mal, Charlie and 
Lee were the delight of the General, and Todd's athletic 
ability of the present would have delighted his sports- 
minded great-grandfather. MOMENT OF REPOSE is 
broken with inquiring cadets, and this is a scene which 
no cadet can erase from his mind for the General would 
listen wisely to each boy's problem. FINAL BALL and 
General and Mrs. Roller watch the figure. The Final Ball 
held particular affection for the late General and Mrs. 
Roller as Mrs. Roller led the first AMA Final Ball with her 
proud escort... way back in 1901. 


1879, yet no one can help but note the similarity between 
the late General and his great-grandson, Charles Roller 
Livick. 

And no one can help but see in the two years how the 
ideals and the principles of the General are still alive at 
AMA —- and the General in his wisdom knew that Mrs. 
Roller, Colonel Livick and Mrs. Livick would carry on as 
he wanted AMA to continue. With these three and Colonel 
Gardner as the superintendent, the improvements which 
the General wanted were carried through, and in the Fall of 
1963 the State Board of Education Committee visited the 
school for three days and praised the academics and every 
phase of life at Augusta. 

Lines form at Colonel Gardner's door... boys find friend- 
ship and understanding. College Board scores for AMA's 
seniors show improvement each year... improvements are 
continuing and pet projects are planned. The General's 
family and his faculty continue to walk tall. Augusta 
continues to reflect the spirit of the founder and the drive 
and love of the General.

COLONEL LIVICK'S REMEMBRANCES 
OF "THE BIG BOY" —- GENERAL ROLLER 


At Reunion 2013 Founder’s Day, 
Colonel Mal Livick, who followed in 
General Roller’s big footsteps, recall- 
ed some incidents from the General’s 
colorful life.

{ could talk about the facts of 
General Rollers life but | am not go- 
ing to do that. Instead, | am going to 
take a few minutes to recall some of 
my memories of the major, the 
colonel, the general, however you 
remember him. And if you knew him, 
you know what a character he was. 

How can we forget how just before 
fifth period he would arrive on campus 
and prepare to go down to the Big 
Room to teach his fifth and sixth 
period classes. Heaven heip the cadet 
who was not where he was supposed 
to be when the General arrived. There 
was a lot of scurrying about when his 
car turned in at the Front Gate. 

He taught chemistry in the fifth 
period with the accent on the great 
acids and the great bases, then 
taught college algebra in the sixth 
period but there were times that 
instead of chemistry or algebra he 
would have a spelling test. Is there 
any former cadet here who doesn't 
know how to spell “all right" or 
"separate?" 

After the sixth period he would go 
to the Infirmary to meet with Molly 
Canevet, the nurse, and before her 
Annie Thompson or Sally Click and 
before that Mother Mac. He wanted to 
see how the sick cadets were doing 
and if they were really sick. Then he 
would go to the kitchen of the Mess 
Hall to check the food. 

Then into the Mess Hall itself to talk 
with the cadets about many subjects. 
How many of you remember his talks 
in the Mess Hall? Sometimes they 
were words of encouragement and 
sometimes he was chewing people 
out. 

When he came into the Mess Hall, 
the two bells hanging there would be 
rung and the Corps would come to 
attention while seated at the tables. 


Believe it or not, the first time these 
bells were rung after the General 
died, one of them cracked and we 
never rang them again. 

One day after he had left the Mess 
Hall he burst back into the room 
where he rounded up four or five big 
football players to accompany him 
outside. He had driven his old car — 
the Gray Ghost — up the hill toward 
the Stone Church by the gymnasium 
to the little bridge in Lily Valley across 
the creek, but the back wheel had 
slipped off the bridge and he had the 
football players lift his car back on the 
bridge. 

He would drive the Gray Ghost over 
hill and dale. In 1959 when President 
Eisenhower came to visit, the Presi- 
dent was going to visit his mother’s 
home which is located near where 
Fort Defiance High School is now. 
General Roller had prevailed upon 
someone to have the President drive 
around the Clay Bowl in front of Big 
Barracks where the Corps of Cadets 
would be turned out to salute him. 

But the General had a problem. He 
needed to be in two places at once, 
so he had mapped out a strategy and 
when the President left his mother’s 
home by the highway, General Roller 
took off across the fields in the Gray 
Ghost to AMA and he was there when 
President Eisenhower passed Big 
Barracks in review. 

He loved to come over to AMA very 
late at night long after Taps. When he 
patrolled the barracks, it was a very 
quiet place. No cadets stirred around 
while he was in barracks. 

Cigarettes, he would say that they 
are worse than rattlesnakes and he 
would even tell visiting parents that 
when they were visiting. 

Remember ‘when he sat under the 
goal post at football games? The 
Corps would chant "Take the ball to 
Big Boy." By the way, Big Boy was 
something that he created. In the 
earlier years, he had another nick- 
name which | will not repeat here. 

General Roller would bring cake or 


candy to the cadets on guard duty. He 
would provide red or white flowers for 
Mothers Day which the cadets wore 
when they went to church. 

When he would talk with cadets he 
would always say that there is no 
such thing as a bad boy. | didn't 
always agree with him but | didn’t win 
many of those arguments. 

AMA had no classes on Monday 
and the General would go to Staunton 
and fill up his car with food from 
Staunton Produce. Then, on the way 
back to Fort Defiance he would 
deliver boxes of groceries to people in 
need. 

| have one very sad memory. On 
March 16, 1963, Linda and | received 
a call that we should get over to 
White Hall, the General’s home, right 
away. 

He had suffered a stroke. All day 
long he struggled but at 11 that night 
with Linda holding his hand, he 
passed away. In Doc Savedge’s 1963 
Recall, he said an era ended at 
Augusta on March 16 1963. 

On the day of the funeral, muffled 
drums and the Color Guard led the 
General to the Stone Church. Doc 
said the heavens wept. Yes, it rained 
hard. The church was packed and the 
Cadet Corps could have gone into 
John Craig Hall to be out of the rain 
but they determined to stand guard 
outside the church in the rain. 

All of you who were here when he 
was will remember that final formation 
at the end of each school year. The 
General would salute and say, "The 
sun will set on an empty barracks." 

On the back of his monument is the 
full quote: "As the shadows lengthen 
tonight, the sun will set on an empty 
barracks but your memories will soar 
with you for eternity." 

May your memories soar with you 
forever. You former cadets who have 
worked so hard to maintain the AMA 
Alumni Association and those of you 
who take the time to come back to 
reunions are making sure that those 
memories continue to soar.

Civil War battlefields at Chancellorsville and 
Fredericksburg visited during Reunion 2013 


Dr. Mary DeCredico from the U. S. Naval Academy 
and Bev and Frank Williamson, “60, led another 
fascinating reunion motorcoach tour to one of Virginia's 
most historic areas where two great Civil War battles 
were fought. 

The Battle of Chancellorsville 30 April-3 May 1863 is 
known as General Lee's "perfect battle” because he 
made the risky decision to divide his Army in the. 
presence of a much larger Union force resulting in a 
significant Confederate victory, the victory a combina- 
tion of Lee's audacity and Union General Hooker's 
timidity tempered by heavy losses on both sides and 
the fatal wounding of General Thomas "Stonewall" 
Jackson. 

The Battle of Fredericksburg was fought on 11-15 


December 1862 between Lee's Army of Northern

The 
flight crashed on 1 December 1974 while 
attempting a VOR/DME approach to RW12 
at Dulles after having been diverted from 
its original destination, Washington 

National, because of high crosswinds. 

The plane hit the mountain when it 

descended to set up its final approach. 

I reread the accident report and several 
things seemed ironic. The mountain 
crest was at 1754 feet and they 
planned to level at 1800. 
Obviously, they were below 
the ridge and I think they just 
sagged a little low or they would 
have made it. The sector minimum altitude was 3300 so it 
is really a moot point why they were below 1800. Among 
the recommendations of the National Transportation Safety 
Board was that ground proximity warning systems be 
installed on all commercial airliners. (Read more at

Mount Weather is infamous because it is the mountain 
in which the bunker is located where the President and 
Congress would retreat in the event of a national 
emergency. The accident site is less than a mile from the

My name is Frank Berg and | am from the Ghost Class 
of 1980. My first career was six years long and began when 
| entered thru the gates of AMA in the summer of 1974 for 
my indoctrination to the Academy. 

| remember being escorted to my room by an upper 
classman down to F Company and meeting Captain Mike 
Arrington, Lieutenant Lee Vetick and SGT George 
Mineff. Once | dropped my bags in the room, | and the rest 
of the F Company new cadets were ushered to the 
barbershop next to the PX to get the Buzz cut! Before we 
went in most kids had long hair - when we came out we 
were all the same! When 
that was done, we were 
forced into a loose for- 
mation and ran up to Big 
Barracks to receive our 
uniforms and process our 
paper work, all the time 
being yelled at by the 
upperclass cadets and 
doing pushups for every- 
thing and anything!!! After 
the school issued uni- 
forms to us (that never fit 
right) and information packets were received, 
we were run back to our rooms and then 
told, “This is how we do things at AMA!!!" 

As the day became long and the bugle call 
from the Guard House notified us it was time 
for dinner, we hustled down in front of Lower 
Barracks and learned all about formations | 
and marching. 

| remember the food being adequate but 
lacking in flavor, not like at home. After 
dinner it was more marching, more meetings, 
more calisthenics and more yelling and 
screaming! Finally, there were showers, bedtime rules and 
regulations, then lights out and Taps. After about 30 
minutes of the sound of kids crying and doors slamming, 
there was finally quiet. | remember being on the top bunk 
of a four man room listening to my new roommates 
sleeping and wondering if | made the right decision to 
come to a military school. 

Rudely awakened 

The next morning | was rudely awakened to the sound 
of a bugle and the PA announcement from the Guard 
House, “Reveille has sounded, Formation in 15 minutes." 
Then it all began again - yelling, calisthenics and more 
marching! 

My Father told me before | left home that AMA was now 
my home for the next six years. I figured | better get used 
to the new system. And | did. Since | was in the 6" grade 
| spent my first year in Lower school where | became the 
F Company guidon bearer and finally corporal by end of my 
first year. Not a bad start! 

During that first year, | met who would become my 
mentors: Colonel Savedge, Major Hart, Colonel Hoover. 


Major Dykle, Major James, Colonel Rapp, Major Peduto 
and Colonel Mannasmith were great role models. 

Once | learned the system at AMA, life calmed down 
and the friendships developed. | remember the big move 
from the Lower school to Big Barracks and then into C 
Company, assistant squad leader, first squad, first platoon. 
My Company Commander was Lance Logan. My room- 
mate was a scrawny guy named Jeff Haile from Hawaii. 

Volunteering for KP 

It was during my second year that | realized if you 
volunteered for KP duty you could eat before everyone and 
get the best food! So | became the main dishwasher for the 
year and man did | eat well! Major Peduto liked me and 
gave me extra duty in the Mess Hail. | began to move up 
the rank ladder and also was allowed to work in the PX as 
the short order cook. 

During my third year, | was in B Company under the 
command of Captain Andre Allen. My roommate was a 
tall young lad from West Virginia named Ty Miller. He 
would become my friend after a rough start and Ty would 
end up being a close friend and competitor over the next 
several years as he ultimately ended up as the Battalion 
Commander for the Class of 1980. 

During my fourth and fifth years | became the Infirmary 
Officer taking over for Dave Fowler. Mrs. 
Mollie Canavet was like a second mother 
yet very stern with all of us. | enjoyed the 
down time in the evenings when she would 
indulge me with her stories of her World War 
Il past as a combat nurse and her feelings 
about Vietnam. She and Doc Painter helped 
spark my passion for the healthcare profess- 
ion. | became an officer (2" Lieutenant) in 
my fifth year. 
rt Finally in my Last year at AMA, | became 
: the Band Company Commander. | remem- 

ber not wanting the 
Band Command _ but 
rather a rifle company 
but Colonel Savedge 
influenced me as he 
did throughout my time 
at AMA to take Band. 
The deal we made 
was that if | could get 
Band Company to 
rank as the top 
company position for 
four out of the first six 
months, then he would transfer me to a rifle company 
commander position. | worked very hard on the Band with 
the help from Tony Benaventi, Keith Baites, Tony Frias 
and many more and | met the goal. Doc looked around and 
asked me to take over F Troop and fix it like | did the 
Band. | took the assignment begrudgingly because | 
realized that | loved the Band even though | worked so 
hard to get away from it. 

This would be my story for the rest of my early adult life.

in January, | was able to announce to the Board of 
Trustees and the Board of Directors that we had success- 
fully completed the Museum Assessment Program (MAP) 
with the Alliance of American Museums. While we have 
completed that phase of our quest for accreditation, we 
have a lot of work to do before entering this next phase! 

For the remainder of the year, the museum staff will be 
concentrating on upgrading the records on our collection 
items. Each item in our collection must have a record 
attached to it that lists its donor, an accession number, an 
object number, a description of the item, its correct museum 
classification, the date it was donated, its measurements, 
any history of the object and a photograph. As you can 
imagine, this process is very detail-oriented and time 
consuming! 

Nonetheless, these are basic standards for museums and 
we must have our records in order before we can move 
forward toward accreditation. It is an essential part of caring 
for the items that have been donated to us. 

Many small museums work tirelessly to keep their col- 
lections updated. At the AMA Museum, we have a backlog 
of work in this regard. Over the years, many of our items 
have been accessioned — the formal process of bringing 
them into our collection. Think of it as making a deposit into 
your bank account except there are many more details than 
just the amount. 

Old records 

We are not starting at ground zero. We have complete 
records on some twenty-five per cent of the collection. 
Some of the old records need to be updated or completed. 
For example, few, if any, have photos of the item in the file. 
Very few have the measurements of the object or the 
correct museum classification. 

Last summer, | worked from home for several days to 
assign to each of the old records a proper accession and 
object number and updated each of the "old" records by 
correctly classifying them. This summer, we aspire to add 
photos and measurements. 

New records 

New records of donations are being created daily.’ In 
spite of this, we are still behind in logging all of our recent 
donations into the system. As | have said, this process is 
very time consuming — one reason so many small museums 
struggle in this area. All too often, managing the financial

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records, raising funds and giving tours of the museum 
outrank collections management on the daily "to do" list. 

We are striving to stay current. Now that the Foundation 
Trustees have made museum accreditation a top priority, 
the museum staff is setting aside specific blocks of time for 
creating and maintaining these collection records. 

No records at all 

In assessing our collections situation, we have discovered 
that there are quite a few items that have not been 
accessioned and for which there is no record at all. So, the 
rest of this year will be the systematic inventorying of each 
and every item in the collections room. During the 
inventory, the items that have “old” records will be reviewed 
and brought up to date, the items that have "new" records 
will be reviewed to be sure the records are complete, and 
the items with no records at all will have records created for 
them. 

We will be working on this day by day until the job is 
complete. And while we have the rest of the year set aside 
to work on this and even with no new projects to manage, 
| anticipate that we will not have this enormous task done 
by the end of 2073. oo o 6 & 


Note the photo of the shako above. To meet the standards 
required by the AAM, every item in our collection must by 
photographed from seven angles! All these photos plus very 
detailed descriptions must go into our records and be able 
to be pulled up on a computer screen. 

When we examined the shako carefully, we found writing 
inside the lid. Suddenly, this went from just being an object 
in our museum to a personal item. The words are not 
entirely legible but we think they say "Greco 81, 82, 83," 
and "Moore 83," and "Fernande Carlos 79-80" and “Taylor 
Livick." Now, all these names will be added to our files and 
one can then search for a cadet’s names in four different 
catalogs — objects, photos, library and archives. Now, 
anyone searching for Greco who attended in the ‘80s can 
find this shako with his name written on it. Can you imagine 
what a discovery that will be when his great-grandchild visits 
the museum looking for information about his ancestor? 

All of this detail is necessary for us to have each item 
listed correctly. So, now that we have all the data on this 
shako, we can say, “One down! 3,000 to go!"
